Although the collapse of Samuel Insulin vast utility 
holding company, Middle West Utilities, has stirred up a 
great deal of conjecture in financial circles, it was but an in­ 
evitable result of the trend of the times. 
Assets of Middle 
West Utilities were based for the most part on the securities 
it held; opposed to this, its operating expenses and other in -1 
debtedness were obligations that could only Is* met while | 
the assets and earnings of the assets held up. 
One did n o t! 
fluctuate with the other, hence when assets dropped and ex­ 
penses remained approximately stationary, there was no way 
of preventing collapse of the holding concern. 
Middle West held the securities of a great many su b -j 
stantial utility companies built up and controlled by the In- 
sull interests. In normal times these utilities earned heavily 
and paid large dividends on the securities heir! by Middle 
West. As times became depressed and these returns began 
to dwindle, the assets behind Middle West suffered a propor­ 
tionate shrinkage that eventually could mean only receiver­ 
ship and reorganization designed to protect the interests of 
those who own Middle West stocks. 
A similar condition prevails with a great many individ­ 
uals and smaller concerns. 
There are in this country men 
who three years ago were rated as millionaires on the basis 
of their stock ownings at a time when market levels were e x -1 
trcmely high. As these levels dropped, the riches of these men 
likewise dropped, lf a man owned $1,000,000 worth of stock 
in 1929 and owed perhaps $400,000, he was rich; if in 1932 he 
still owes the same indebtedness and has nothing more to se­ 
cure it or pay it off than the same stock that was in 1920 
worth $1,000,000, he is indeed in sorry straits and either a 
voluntary or involuntary bankrupt, unless he has other re­ 
sources to which he could turn. 
That is the situation with the Middle West Utilities. The 
companies which underlie it are solvent going concerns and no 
fears are felt for their futures. It happened that Middle West 
like many other companies and individuals, was more ch* less 
caught holding the ling when stock prices collapsed.-—Ohio 
State Journal.

Growers Outlawed 
Conn charged that the govern­

The report assailed prohibition 
and demanded wines as the only 
salvation of grape growers from 
impending min, and proposed a 
plan 
to

amendment and Volstead Act to 
perm it naturally fermented bever­ 
ages. 
“Tile government itself financed 
the grape concentrate arui wine 
grape business," Conn said. “The 
advice of the government has been 
followed In all plans.

grape industry.

“ Now the government on the 
single opinion of Federal Judge 
Otis of Missouri, suddenly has re- J 
versed Ila interpretation of Sec­ 
tion 29, of the Volstead Act and 
blocked the grape concentrate out­ 
le t for the grape surplus.
